Throne from His Excellency the Viceroy. of the 
“Liang Kuang, advocating the establishment of

’ Chang Chih Tung, .Governor-General of the 
Two Kuangs, submits a memorial giving the

establishment of a Conbulate-General aManila, 
with a vitw'of affording protectinn to Chinese 
subjects j also submitting certain plans forraising 
the funds to carry out the proposed undertaking, 
‘In March, 1826, the memorialist, together with 
Minister Chang Yin Yuan, submitted a memorial | 
with reference to a- plan to raisc' finds at the 
different furcign ports where ‘Chinese are con- 
gregated, fir the purpose: of constricting ships.
